The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to suggest lithium or lithium compound electrode active materials coated with a 
layer of carbon fibers as claimed. Although lithium electrodes coated with electrically

conductive materials have been claimed, the prior art provides no suggestion to use a 
carbon fiber coating with a surface area of 10 m 2 /g and a void volume of at least 50% as 
the coating.
